EVENING SIOSSION. 

\Vi:i)Ni;.stiAY, Ajiril 181 h. 
Mr. Spoakui' took tlio cliair at 7:45 
o'clock. 

LAND ACT. . 

Mr. Ludiior moved that the socuiid 
reading of the Land Act Ameiidinent Bill 
No. .1(1 ho discharged. Carried. 

INOOBPOKATIOK UILL. 

Mr. Bolu asked that the committee on 
tho Now Woslminstor City Incorporation 
Bill bo diacliargotl. Carrio<l. 

WOUK.MEN'.S WAUE.S. 

Mr. Orr moved the second reading of 
the Workmen's Wages Bill. Carried. 

Tho hoiiso tlicn wont into coinuiitteo on 
tlio Ijill, Mr. Anderson in tho chair. 

Mr. Orr e.vplaiiiud that tho bill was 
hiouglil forward for tho protection of 
logyors ill tho eniployuieut: of mill coni- 
puniua, 

Hon. Mr. Dunsinuir cliaraoterizod tho 
bill as a most extraordinary muaaiire, of 
no pusaiblo iisu, us it would bu impossible 
to work it. It was all very woU to pro- 
tect tho workmen; but ho failed to sue 
luiw this bill was ,L,'oin<? to do so. 

Mr. llij^'i^ins .said the l>ill without, hono- 
litiiig the wofLincii initjlit provo a great 
injustieo to eniployeis. It was a danger- 
ous measure, and lu! would like to see the 
lumliurtneii obtain their wiii^cs regularly 
instead (jf every four or live months. 

Ml'. Orr saiil this was inijjossiblu as the 
men remained in the woods for several 
months at a tiuio. 

Mr, ljule was in favor of the bill and 
would like to see it p.iss, if cudy as an ex- 
peiinioiit. If not foniiil to work s.itisfac- 
torily it could be repealed ne.xt session. 

Hon. iMr. Davie ol)jeeted to the bill as 
boing uf no Ijeiielit to workmen. There 
was no harm in it; but if framed tho word- 
ing should atloiBtbe altered. 

Mr. Orr again explained that the hill 
was for the protection of the loggers who 
remain in tlie wood.s f(UU' in- live months 
at a time, anil this bill was to mako sure 
that they got their money wlien thuy 
eamo to domand it. 

Moil. Mr. Davie contended the bill waj 
badly worded, ami to bo of any use ut all 
would re(iuiro to be reinodelod. Ho tlioii 
proposed various alterations and amend- 
ments to the bill, which were accepted by 
the committee, and clauses one and two 
were ])a3suil as amended. 

lion. Mr. Davie styled the third clause 
a barbarous one. 

Mr. Orr — I never drew it up.

Every municipality could make laws; of 
this kind to suit itself. 

Tho bill was then read a second time 
andctunmitted, Mr. McLeese in tho chair.

long to the Crown, said that he had given 
tbo notice by ro(|uo8t, whose stated object 



was to free lands in Victoria and Esquimalt 
districts fnuii the reservation of niiner.als 
and the right to explore for tlieiu, which 
re3er\-ation il was cl.unieil acted injurious- 
ly U])on the titles. The cancellation asked 
for was ill respect of base mettils and not 
of gold and silver. He (Mr. Uavie) was 
always glud to rocoive suggestions and 
to act upon them, but before acting on 
thorn the duty devolved upon him to see 
that what w,ia pro|iose(l was in the public 
interest. After lonkiiig into the matter 
it was unnecessary now to say more than 
that tiio proposed caiicellati<ui e.xtended 
much further than its stated object luid 
would bo wrong, and ho therefore do- 
sired that the noticu of tho amendment 
for the purpose of such cancellation 
should bo disch.irged. Tho latter part of 
the amendment freeing uaval and military 
lands from exploration for mining jmr- 
posoa would be proceeded with. 

Hon. Mr. Uohson .said Tin-; Colonist 
reported hiui as having saiil that the i-e- 
turn to the fSum is Dyking .Act of 1H7K 
would bo satisfactory to tliu settlors. 
What he had said was that it would bo 
satisfactory to both ptirtiea. 

I.IK.N LAW. 

Mr. Bole said tbal tbo committee ap- 
pointed to C(Uisider the Lieu bills bad 
lailod to agrei\ i'he acting attorney 
general was W' d Inl to bis bill, while he 
(Mr. Bolo) was e<piall}' wedded to the 
bill introduced by him. As they were 
the committoo they could not present a 
report. 

Mr. Spi' iker s.aid that il. woidd be iicces- 
ary to r,',iort or ulherwise the house 
could not deal with the matter again. Tho 
two bills had bettor be ro|iorted and the 
liousu ccmld tliun deal with them. 

iifA ti'l'Kiti.v .ST \ti-;m icnt. 

.Mr. ( h r moved, seconded by Mr. 
Grant, that this house con.sider.s that a 
cla.ssiliod quarloily statement of the rev- 
enue and expenditure of the province 
should bo published in tho British Colum- 
bia OazeUt, and that the public accounts 
for the tiscal year slicmld bo forwarded to 
the memliers of the legislative aasonibly 
as soon as lu-inteil prior to the annual ses- 
bion of the legislature. 

The hiui. mover s.iid that the practice 
suggested in bis res(dution was in tho in- 
terosta of thejjublic. 

Hon. Mr. Turner said Lliab tho practice 
would not be in tho interests of the pub- 
lic. It would ent;iil double the work and 
expense. The reports as at present given 
to the house in his opinion wore all that 
wore retiuired. To publish quarterly 
stntomonts .as suggested would l)o mislead- 
ing, for the receipts and expenditures of 
the province could not bo accurately 
given. Many contracts on the one hand 
ronmhied unpaid, while on the other there 
waa a certain jiortion of the revenue in 
tho hands of the ivgents of tho govern- 
ment. Tho boil, mover bad remarked 
during this session that no oiio road the 
govoriimont Gaze.ttn. Tho publication of 
quarterly statemonts in it would accom- 
pliah no good, and at the aauio time 
would entail a large expense. 

Mr. Beaven was surprised that the hon. 
finance minister should claim that an ex- 
tra expense would bo entailed. Tho ro- 
turns asked for wt)uld merely require the 
publication of a few lines every three 
months in tho Gazdti-. It would not on- 
tail an liour'a extra work in tho treasury 
department. The practice .suggosted was 
no nnw th«nrv, for it was followed in 
province of Ontario, where the annual 
statements were sent to hon. membera be- 
fore the session OoDioienced.^ He was sur- 
prised that a claim should he set up by 
the hon. gontloinan that there would be 
large expense. 

Hon. Mr. Davie— If you think it so 
good a practice, why didn't you sot tho 
example while in olhce (laughter.) 

Mr. Beavoii — 1 set a good many ex- 
amples. 

Hon. Mr. Davie— .Some very h.id ones. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir said that he would 
support the resolution if the opposition 
would consent to biennial sessions. Each 
aejision cost about §14,009, .and this sum 
would be spent to greater advantage in 
public works. What good bad they done 
so far this year / C(unpaiativcly nothing. 
The claim that the work of getting out a 
quarterly statement woidd not incur addi- 
tional expense was incorrect, for it ctnild 
not be done except at a largo outlay. If 
the hon. leader of the opposition could do 
all the necossaiy work in an hour, it was 
a pity tho goveniniont did not employ 
him and thus save the country expense 
(laughter). Ontario had been referred to 
as an instance, but everything niovcd like 
clock-work in that province, and tboro 
isolated districts did not exist. Quarterly 
statements of balance slieet would be most 
misleading. 

Mr. Allen said it would appear that tho 
ippoaitiod were oiideav<pring to throw 
every possible exiieiise on the governinont 
for the purpose of coming back no.xt ses- 
sion and blaming them for incurring it. 

Hon. Mr. Ilokson said if tho opposition 
would consider the enormous expense en- 
tailed on the departments by the numer- 
ous requests they hatl made this session 
for useless roturns they would be aston- 
ished. Ho vontured to say tliat many of 
those returns would never bo read by <uio 
hon. member. The hon. loader of the oj)- 
position claimed that one hour's work 
would bo al! that was necessary to comply 
with tho roiiuiroments of the resolutitin. 
This was absurd, for ho had tbo authority 
of the head oibcer of tho treasury fiU' say- 
ing that it would entail a largo aimjuiit 
and a nocoBsary increase of stall'. The 
(juartorly returns would bo most mislead- 
ing, and while thoy might servo lion, 
goiitlemen opposite in electioneering 
cainpaigna, thoy would be of no possible 
benelit to the provinco. It was unreason- 
able to compare this province with 
Ontario, where, as tbo bon. preaidont of 
the c<uincil had remarked, overylbiiig 
worked like clockwork, and the districts 
wore not isolated as thoy were here. It 
was all very well for the leader of the op- 
position to say there would bo no addition- 
al expense incurred, but a much 
better authority than ho had olaimed that 
it would bo much otherwise. It was diffi- 
cult enough to secure a purfect miiuial 
statement, and it would be impos.'iiblo to 
place a quarterly statement that would bo 
at all aecurate. i 

Mr. Grant thought the claim that it 
would bo an additional expense wiui in- 
correct, for it would simply bu the copy- 
ing and printing of tho balance sheet 
every three. months. This cortidnly would 
nob dafry lai-ge expense. 

Mr. Somlin favored the resolution. 

Mr. Beikveii -holdiiig aloft an ojioii 
page containing tho balance shget— asked 
bow long it would take to copy those 
figures? ■ : ' 

Hiui. Mr. Dunsniuir asked how long it 
would take to get tiio accounts into that 
shape to copy (,hear, hear).

The second session of tbo fourth Synod 
of tile (liiH.'cse of Coluiul)i.i opened lUi 
Wediiesdiiy witli (iivine service in Christ; 
Church catlieilral 10 a. in. The sermon 
waa |)re.ichod by the Rev. W. W. liolton, 
M. A., rector of Ksiiuimalt. Tho Holy 
Coiiiiuuiiion was celebrated by the Lord 
liishop. assisted by the Von. Archdeacon 
hicrivon and the Revs. J. B. Good and A. 
.1. Beanlands. 

Imniediatuly after service the clergy 
and lay delegates assembled in the catlio- 
dral scliiHil, tlie Lord I'isliu]) presiding 
and ojieuing the Synod wit h the appointed 
olUce. 'I'here were present liuring the sos- 
sioii the fcdlowiiigclergyaiid laity: Tho Lord 
Hishoj), Von. Archdeacon Scriven, li. A.; 
Rev. A. .1. Beanlands, B. A., and Rov. O. 
.1, Bientoii, M. A., (Victori.a); Rov. W.

In conclusion his Lordship made formal 
ini'ouncenient of the resignation of the 
See, 

lie said — "After careful consideration, 
and with a deep sense of the responsibility 
1 incur, I have come to the conclusion that 
it will be for the advantjige of tho diocoso 
tliat I should make way for younger and 
stronger life in tho hidy utlice it has boon 
my privilege to hold for more than 
twenty- iinie years. For some time 1 have 
been compelled to lessen the amount of 
work as compared with what I was forni- 

rly able to perform, and there is very 
much which should be done by a Bishop 
in thia diuceso wdiich is not being done, 

iiid which I feel myself increaaiiigly un- 
able to do, tho want of which is, 1 feci 
convinced, injurious to the interests and 
progros.s of the church. I could not be 

therwise than dissatisfied with this state 
of things, 1 have accordingly intimated 
to Ilia grace tho Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, who stands to the Bishop of this 
diocese in tho position- of Metropolitan, 
my intention to place in his hands the 
resignation of the See, to take eflisot on 
the 1st of October next. I need not 
say that great will be the pain to me in 
the severance of a tie which has bound 

ny heart to this diocese so many years, 
in the administration of its affairs, and in 
the exercise of the holy ministry. Deeply 
shall I regret tw part from kind and con- 
liiliiin fvimiiU and fellow workers in the 
Lord's vineyard, both clergy and laity, 
and to leave the scene of holy and happy 
memories, but my compensation will be 
the conviction of increased life, vigor and 
enoouragenient which will be imparted to 
the cause of Christ in this land." 
Tho Hon. Mr. Justice Crease then 

noved that the standing orders be sus- 

lended for the purpose of moving an ad- 
dress to Ilia lordship, and thia having been 
done, the following address was moved by 
Mr. Crease, and seconded by the Vener- 
able Archdeacon Scriven, and unanimous- 
ly adopted; his lordship acknowledging 
the same in a few well chosen woids: 

Wo, the clergy and laity of tho Diocese 
of British Columbia, In synod as- 
sembled, dcslro to express our sorrow at tho an- 
nouncoiuont mode by your lordsliip ot your in- 
tended rosimatloa ot tbisSee. 
Your Lordship has been identlflad with- this 
ueesc ovor since its infancy and has taken an 
,'tlvonnd prominent part in the trials and 
riifllculties which have continually beset our 
church, and il Is chiefly to your zeal and selt- 
sacrltlciiig (fcnoro.sity tliat our church is indebt- 
ed iiiider Uod's I'rovidcnce for the poaition it 
holds this (lay. 

'e caunol sever the connection which has so 
loni^ existed without oxprosslnii our admlracion 
tor that devotion and t boss noule personal qual- 
it i(!s \vhicli have won the affectionate esteem of 
all who have been brought into mora immodiato 
contact with yourself. 

As president of this synod wo finratofuUy nc- 
knowledgo tho ability and eourtosy which has 
niiirkcd your conduct in that capacity, and we 
feel assured that wherever your lordship's fu- 
ture lot niiiy bo cast j-ou will always take a 
warm personal interest in tho progres.s of the 
L'ood work of which your lordship has so well 
laid I ho fouiiilatinii, and which we hoiio to see 
maiiitaineii in uiuliniinished eiHcieiicy. 

CJur earnest wish is that you may lonK be 
spared to emoy the well-earned rest which the 
arduous duties and anxieties of thirty vears 
have entitled you. and we hope that your heart 
may ho gladdened by 1 he tidings of coiitiniKHl 
:imf increasing prosperity in this portion of the 
Lord's Vineyard." 

The order of tho day was then pro- 
ceeded with. The agenda paper was un- 
usually lengthy.

,\ now canon on lay roadors was intro- 
duced by Mr. Bolton, and was unani- 
tiunisly adopted. Altorationa on the 
canon on election of a bishop were also 
ap|)roved and laid over to the next Synod 
for confirmation and final adoption. Tho 
])liin and management of tho general 
endowment fund for the district clergy of 
tbo Dioceso (now being raised) was dis- 
cussed at length. It was unanimous!;,' 
resolved that the said fund should bo 
styled the Bishop Hills Endowment Fund 
with a view to perpetuate the memory of 
the first bislio)) of this DjoceHe, IVlany 
other matters of much importance to the 
Church, which we have not apace to re- 
fer to in detail, were discussed and voted 
upon, and it was not until 2 o'clock on 
Thiii Hday afternoon that the last item on 
the (iijenda paper was disposed of. Tho 
attendance of delegates both on Wednes- 
day and Thursday was good, and a great 
deal of interest was manifested in tho 
proceedings. Tho session was con- 
cluded by the members rising and singing 
tho Te Dmm. The Synod stands ad- 
journed till Tuesday, June 19th. 1888

Jamiesun, the leader of the movement in 
the commons, says he will proceed next 
Wednesday with a bill to make the act 
more efi'ective. Ho is discouraged, as it 
was never conaidered tho act was a fair 
teat of prohibition sentiment and the party 
will not reat until it secured not only ])ro- 
hibition of the sulo but of tho manufacture 
of liiiuor.

Tho Abscondine Teller of the Union Bank 
Arrested At Pembina— Two Wlniil- 
pecgers Implicated. 

Cameron, the absconding toller of the 
Union Bank of Winnipeg, was arrested in 
Pembina on Saturday last with only about 
§400 on his person. He refused to make 
any disclosures beyond stating that others 
were intetested with bim. The amount 
of his defalcation is said to be between 
832,000 and §34,000. and the bank is 
willing to let him go provided ho roturns 
tho money. Cameron has agreed to have 
his pal in Winnipeg turn the boodle over 
to a mutual friond, who in turn will hand 
it over to the biink, tho authorities of the . 
l)ank ttgrooiiig not to prosecute either . 
party, and to allow Cameron to retain the 
•9400 found on his person. This decision 
was come to by the bank as he would 
have inevitably got oS, there being no 
chance of a case against him according to 
the Dakota statutes. A decided sensa- 
tion has been caused at Winnipeg, how- 
ever, by the arrest of Henry McKittrich 

d Geo. Velie, two well-known hotel 
keepers of that city, with whom the 
money stolen by Oameron was found, and 
it is believed the arrests were the outcome 
of the disclosures made by him.

FEE OR F£E£ ? 

The Victoria City Council has passed 
resolutions in opposition to clause ten of 
the new School Bill. By this clause it 
is proposed to throw upon the Municipal- 
ities of Victoria, Nanainio, Vancouver 
and Westiuiiistui- tho burthen of proyid 
ing for one-third of the teachers' aalario-s 
Tiiis proposition ropresoiits about the 
cost of niaintainiiif,' a high school in each 
of tho localities named. Tho cost of ed 
ucation has reached the largo sum of 
§111,000; this is exclusive of maintenance, 
construction and Tepairs. This sum ex 
ceeda one-sixth of the entire Provincial 
revenue; and, as may well be imagined, 
members of the House from districts 
where there are no high and few priniin y 
schools object to any expenditure for the 
instruction of children in tlio higher 
liranolies until tho rudiineutary courses 
iiave boon placed within reacli of every 
cliild. Some people may regard the 
e luiitry uieinbors as narrow, sectional and 
Kollisli in their views, but there is a great 
deal of justice in their complaint, never- 
theless. Year after year the Qovernment 
has been mot with it; and year 
after year an effort has been made 
to grapple with and remove all 
cause of dissatisfaction. In clauae 10 of 
tlio act before tho legislature the govern- 
ment believe they have hit upon a scheme 
which, while it assures the maintenance 
of tho high schools, will satisfy all sections 
and districts, lu spite of the energetic 
protest of the city council we are inclined 
to think that the govc^iment^ are right 
and thiair opponents wroi^. No half-way 
measiire is' possible. The temper of the 
house is such that the high schools niustgo 
if the present arrangement should bo re- 
jected. Tho revenue of Victoria city is 
large and increasing. Last year there was 
an increase of about §0,000 and an unex- 
pended .surplus of about tho same amount. 
Under these nourishing circumstances it 
ill becomes tho city fathers to say that 
they cannot spare from this abundance 
the small sum of about$5,000 annually to 
maintain intact our glorious free school 
system which has already conferred, 
and is destined to confer, bless- 
ings on the whole country. If it 
were within the linancial power of 
tho Government. Wo fool sure they would 
be only too glad to place a free high 
school education witliin tho reach of 
every young man and woman. But 
"needs nmst when the de'il drives," and 
so the Government were forced for want 
of funds to starve outlying districts in 
the interest of more settled communities. 
The determination ia ndw officially ex- 
pressed for the first time that this wrong 
must not be allowed to continue a moment 
longer than is necessary to put in motion 
tlie now Mystem. But tho country ineni- 
liers are not tlie only persona who have 
recognized tlie palpable injustice of the 
])roHent anaiigenient. The Victoria city 
Bchuol board — a ropresontativo body, 
selected by tho votes of householders — 
some mouths ago .saw the manifest un- 
fairness of the thing and the injury that 
was being inflicted- upon the cau^e of 
eduoatioh beyond the cities; 'so thely by 
resolution asked the Government to pro- 
vide a remedy 8ubst<i!itially such 
as that proposed in clause 10. 
Backed by tlio protestations (>f 
tlie country momliers and the rosolutiiuiH 
of tlio Victoria school hoard the goverii- 
nieiit's'position ia stronu', and wo cannot 
see how they could bo expected to recede 
from the stand thoy have taken after ma- 
ture thought and: years of . experienpe in 
dealing with the school quesiion; It it is 
thought desirable to make the higli 
schools self-supporting, by the imposition 
of a sumll fee upon each scholar, jiower to 
that effect is given tho city councils. 
Could anything be fairer or more justV 
The proforonco for free high schools is 
expressed in tho act, but if it is deemed 
advisable to sustain thoni by fees, that 
option is presented. Tho (iermans have 
a saying, "there are other people boliiiid 
the hill," that will apply here. There 
are other people and other boards besides 
the denizens of cities and the councillors 
whose views and intere^ia, miitiii''^^^ 
consulted. It would never do ' to aidmit 
the claim that tho cities have a right to 
luxuries while tho outlying districts arc 
deprived of tho nocossaries of education. 
So far as tho four cities named in the bill 
are concerned they are amply able t9 con- 
;,ribute the opinpfirativ^ly imaU .sum 



A" WISE f BOTISION. 

In Committee of the whole upon 
the Municipalities' Bill; the Hon. Theo. 
Davie last evotiiug introduced an amend- 
ment aimed at those ])erson8 who, without 
having any [ilaees of business or jiaying 
any tiixoa in the pniviiieo, take oiders for 
goods to ho aupiilied from eastern Canada, 
us ivell as other euuntiies. l<'or instance, 
it is a regular habit for Montreal and 
I'oronto tailors to send- agents hero who 
take extensive orders for supplying cus- 
tomers from those cities; such a proceed- 
ing, aa pointed out by Mr. Davie, in 
moving in the matter, is manifestly un- 
fair to our own traders, who maintain 
expensive establishments amongst us, and 
are subject to heavy taxa^i<Mi, whereas 
these foreign a'.'ents koei) u|) no establish- 
ments and pay no taxes, and evory dollar 
they take in payment for their goods goes 
out of the country. Tho amendment of 
tho acting Attorney General subjects these 
foreign agents to the same license fee as 
wholesale and rettiil merchants. Mr. 
Oavie atutod that constitutional difficul- 
ties presented themselves in the way of 
taxing such per.soiis, and in the case of 
druiiiiiiera and comiiiereial travellers such 
a course had been ileclared unconstitu- 
tional, as iiitoiferiiig with trade and eom- 
uierce. He thought, howuver, that in 
placing those foriUL'ii agents on the same 
footing as home merchants and traders no 
objection could be urged on the score of 
constitutionality. 

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

TllK new imiiueipality bill introduced 
by Mr. Higgins, passed in amended form 
through committee yesterday. Hereafter 
the municipal fathers of cities will be ad- 
dressed as "Aldermen" instead of ''Coun- 
cillors." Foreigners, if real estate owners, 
or holders of trade licenses may vote; 
hut a road taxpayer must bo a house- 
holder and a Hritish subject as well. 
There are a number of other and minor 
amendments to the existing acta. 

A NKW definition of modern Phari- 
seeism has been made by Rev. Hugh O. 
Pentecost, of New York. Ho says the 
creed contains the following five com- 
mandments:—!, Thou shalt not drink; 2, 
Thou shalt not smoke; 3, Thou shalt not 
play cards; 4, Tliou shalt not go to tho 
theatre; 5, Thou shalt iKjt dance. He 
adds:— "Tho man who rejects all this 
cant, and who lives naturally, soberly, 
industriously and purely, will be happier 
for it, more acceptable to (iod and men 
never bo looked upon as that iii().?t con 
temptible of the human species, a canting 
Pharisee." 

The. Emperor of (Jermany [irobably 
owes his life to the ingenuity of Mr. 
Vasoy, a clever young English electrician. 
It was with a tiny electric lamp invented 
by him that Sir Morell Mackenzie ex- 
amined the throat of liia i-oyal patient, 
and its use led him to decide against the 
theory of cancer. Tho lamp, which is 
actually put down the throat of the per 
son examined, i.s aflixed to tho end of 
what looks like a long, slender penholder, 
while the small battery whicli supijlies 
tho electricity is worn about the surgeon's 
neck. As an aid to laryngoscopical exam- 
ination the apparatus should be invaluable. 

TiiK Times yesterday says that Mr. 
Higgins, who resides outside the city, 
and will escape tho tax (scliool), voted for 
tho new school bill. Mr. Jliggins will 
not escape tho tax. In the first place the 
bulk of his ]iroperty is within the city 
limits ami subject to iuunicii)al taxation, 
and, in tho .second place, till his property 
is within the limits of the Victoria: city 
school district. For his vote on the 
school bill he is answerable to his con' 
atituents at Esquimalt; and is prepared to 
have his course on that or any other 
measure reviewed by them at any time.
